ARE GOING INTO CHINA

Allies’ War Against the Celestials Has Its Effect in St. Louis— 
Soldiers Enlisting—Chinese Pass Through 
Union Station in Bond. 


. 


SHANGHAI, July 
3.—The Post-Dis- 
patch correspor- 
dent saw Earl Li 
Hung Chang and 
asked him about the 
war situation now. 
Li said al] the min- 
isters and the Euro- 
pean people were 
alive in Pekin. 
There is no need, he 
said, for the allied 
troops to advance in 
an expedition to re- 
lieve the foreigners, 
If they do advance 
and fail to keep the 
troops at Tien Tsin 
the Chinese people 
of the ‘central and 
southern country 
will fight against 
the allies tnvading 
in order to prevent 
the partition of the 
emptlre. 


Jeu Hon Yee calls 
the attention of 
English readers to 
the fact that to 
read the Chinese 
translation of the 
dispatch it is neces- 
sary to begin at the 
upper right-hand 
corner and read 
down. 
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Great Britain, recognizing the superiorit» 
of the Missouri mule over all other brayin 
beasts, has sent two of her army officers, 
Capt. Smith and Capt. Marsham of “‘Lon- 
don, to St. Louis with instructions to pur- 
chase a number of mules for pack service 
in China. 

Capt. Smith was here several times last 
summer and fall buying Missouri mules 
for the British army in South Africa. The 
Missouri animal added to his laurels by de- 
serting to the Boers in great numbers dur- 
ing one of the Ladysmith engagements. 
They were drawing British cannon and 
went over to the patriots in a wild stam- 
pede, artillery and all. 

Other mules from this state, however, 
abided by the terms of their enlistment 
and-di@ such good service that Capt. Smith 
says his orders are to ship at once a new 
consignment of the breed to China, where 
the animals are likely to do valuable serv- 
ice in dragging cannon, ammunition wag- 
ons and British bathtubs over the muddy 
roads of the rice-field kingdom. 

The British officers are at the stockyards 
in Kast St. Louis selecting animals for 
draft and pack service. The smaller 
mules will carry packs. 


Since the beginning of hostilities in China 
the St. Louis recruiting station, Third and 
Olive streets, has been a busy place. Capt. 
Thomas Davis, the recruiting officer, and 


his assistants have been engaged in exam- 
ining and eg brawny young men who 
want to go to China to fight the Boxers. 

“There is always an increase in the num- 
ber of applicants for enlistment when there 
is likely to be trouble,"’ Capt. Davis said 
to the Post-Dispatch. “Young men want 
to join the army if there Is any fighting to 
be done. Interest in the army was falling 
off until the first of this month, but since 
the storming of the Taku forts we have 
been busy with applicants. 

“Nearly all the recruits ask to be sent 
to China. Of course we cannot promise 
them any particular assignment for service, 
but the probability is that all enlisted here 
will go to China. 

“During the past three weeks we have 
sworn in and sent away about 80 men. We 
have had nearly three times that many ap- 
plicants, but only about 40 per cent pass 
the »yhysical examination. 

This morning we sent a squad of 20 now 
men to Fort Snelling, Minn., near St. Paul. 
They will join the Eighth’ United States 
Infantry there, which has orders to pro- 
ceed to Manila as soon as it is recruited

giments now are instructed to stop at 
sagasaki, Japan, on the way to the Phil- 
ippines there is little doubt that the Highth 
will receive orders to go to China. 

“The men appear eager to see active serv- 
ice against the Chinese. Recruits come 
from various points in Illinois and Mis- 
sourl. Most of them are from Missouri 
Many St. Louis young men make applica- 
tion and we have enlisted a number of 
them.’”’ 

Every day a dozen or more men are in 
the examining room, stripped to the skin, 
waiting to undergo inspection by the army 
surgeon. They are tested as to sight, 
hearing and color blindness. Unless a man 
can distinguish color at 20 feet distance 
he is not eligible. Many are rejected on 
account of color blindness. 

Mach man is fitted with a uniform after 
being sworn in, and a drill sergeant takes 
some of the kinks out of the gait of the 
recruit before he is sent to join his regi- 
ment. 


A squadron of the Third United States 
Cavalry, formerly stationed at Jefferson 
Barracks. passed through St. Louis Thurs- 
day bound for San Francisco, where the 
troops will board a steamer for China. 
Troops B, G, HI and I comprise the squad- 
ron. They came in five trains over the Iron 
Mountain route from Memphis and went to 
Kansas City over the Missouri Pacific. The 
squadron has been stationed at Fort My- 
er. near Washington. 

There were 12 officers, 435 men and 420 
horses on the five trains, with a large 
quantity of feed and field and camp equip- 
ments. The men rode in tourist cars and 
the officers in a sleeper. 


Fourteen Chinese, . traveling in bond, at- 
tracted much attention at Union Station 
Thursday night. There were seven men, 
two women and five ehildren. The children 
were from 1to 3 years of age and were ob- 
jects of curious interest. The Chinese 
mothers lulled their little ones to sleep on 
the seats of the car before the train 
started.

COTTON ALLEN 


Step-Daughter Will Not Share 
in Kstate. 


MRS. MARY SCHUMACHER. 


MRS. M’KILLOPS, A SISTER, ONLY 
LEGAL HEIR. 


Friends Say Mr. Allen’s Failure to 
Leave a Will Is Inexplicable, as 
He Was Devoted to 
Mrs. Schumacher. 


It has been announced by the business 
associates of the late Cotton H. Allen, for 
several vears mayor of C Olumbus, O., that 
a careful search through his papers has 
failed to disclose a will. 

This has caused a _ profound surprise 
among Mr. Al.en's friends both in St. Louis 
and Columbus. for it means that his step- 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Schumacher, will be 
cut,off entirely from participation in the 
estate. They say, to all appearances, she 
was the idol of his life and stood as high 
in his affection as if she had been his 
own child. 


Mr. Allen died at the Southern Hotel in 
this city in January. He had been living 
at the Southern for several months, suf- 
fering all the time with an acute attack of 
dropsy. He came to St. Louis from Hot 
Springs to have an operation performed. 
His condition was acute upon his arrival 
here and Mrs. Schumacher, who lived with 
him in Columbus, was sent for. She came 
on the first train after she goo eived the 
telegram, and remained in St. Louis in 
death. attendance on Mr, Allen until his 

at 

employes of the Southern Hotel, as well 
as the intimate friends of the family, re- 
member that Mrs. Schurmacher showed in 
every possible manner her interest in Mr. 
Allen during his long illness and that she 
constant!y sacrificed her own convenience 
and pleasure to be with him. It is said 
that, during her stay in $t. Louis, she neg- 
lected social duties and denied herself the 
pleasure of going to places of amnsement. 
She told her friends that her place wi 
at the bedside of Mr. Allen and that under 
no circumstances could she leave it. 

But it will do no good in the courts to 
show that this affection existed between 
the two. If Mr. Allen did not leave a will, 
Mrs. Schumacher, it is said, must go with- 
out any shafe of his large estate. 

If the estate goes by the laws of dis- 
tribution, Mrs. Annie’ McKellops of Co- 
lumbus, sister of Mr. Allen, will take it 
all. Cotton H. McKellops, son of Mrs. Mc- 
Kellops, lives in this city and is employed 
at a leather house at 514 North Third 
street. He is taking a great interest in 
the disposition of the estate and claims 
that his uncle never intended to leave anv 
of his estate to Mrs. Schumacher. 

But he, like all persons who have any 
interest in the case, either pecuniarily or 
friendly, thinks it strange that a man, 
who was so particular in his business af- 
fairs and in life, did not neglect to pro- 
vide for ecvery emergency, should have 
failed to do such an important thing as 
make his will. The strangeness of this 
feature of the case is accentuated by the 
fact that the family conditions of Mr. Allen 
were such that a dispute over the division 
of his estate might easily arise. There 
are many persons who think that a will 
was tmmade, but that {ft has become tem- 
peeeres displaced. It is argued that it is 
mpossible that he should have failed to 
make some provision for Mrs. Schumacher 
_ if he had not intended to give her all 
Oo es 

The estate is estimated to be worth be- 
tween $200,000 and $300,000. This is consid- 
erably less than his friends thought it 
would be. He was supposed to be a mil- 
lionaire. He spent money rapidly and used 
a considerable portion of his income every 
year. 

Mrs. Schumacher, atcording to the storv 
told by Cotton H. McKellops, was the 
daughter of Mr. Allen's last wife. She was 
a child when she was taken into his fam- 
ilv. 

“Despite what is sald about the affection 
existing between Mrs. Schumacher and my 
uncle, am sure there was really very lit- 
tle,’ said McKellops to the Post-Dispatch. 
‘“‘At least T have the word of Uncle Cotton 
himself for it. Tt is true that she was 
with him in his last sickness, but I don't 
know that that signifies anything. 

“I did not talk with him during his last 
sickness. He seemed so peculiar that | did 
not care to hold any converse with him. 

‘‘Mother is the person to have his estate, 
and I am glad*that no obstacle stands in 
the way of her claim. Much of his wealth 
beneath east my labors for him during the 
20 years that lt was in his family.”

DISLIKE. PARCEL SHIPMENTS 


Trunk Line Association Trying to Ar- 
range Classification to Suit the 
Express Companies. 


NEW YORK, July 27.-At Thursday's 
meeting of the executive committee of the 
Trunk Line Association the principal sub- 
ject discussed was the new ruling in the 
official classification, which, if strictly en- 


forced. will prohibit the bulking of small 
separate parcels under one cover and for- 
warding them as one shipment. Strong pro- 
testa have been made by shippers against 
this ruling, and the matter is receiving spe- 
cial attention from the trunk line officials. 

Whether they will adhere to and enforce 
their ruling or will modify it is proving a 
very difficult problem to solve in view of 
the many interests which will be affected 
by their decision. There is a-strong prob- 
ability that the matter will be carried to 
the courts by shippers if the trunk lines 
refuse to abrogate or materially modify 
their ruling.

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THE HEAD AND THE TAIL 

In Thursday’s Post-Dispatch some figures were published 
showing the distance, measured by income, between the head 
of the Standard Oil Trust and the hired servants of that 
great monopoly. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s income is at least $25,000,000 a year. His 
workman, who averages perhaps $2 a day, must provide for a 
family of, say five persons. On this basis each member must 
be fed, clothed and housed for 40 cents a day. Thrift will 
enable him to keep body and soul together, but certainly will 
not enable him to save anything to buy Standard Oil stock, 
as trust advocates advise. 

Again, this workman earns every cent of his daily wage. 
Does Mr. Rockefeller earn every dollar of his annual income? 

The truth Is, he earns only a small proportion of it. An- 
alyze his so-called wealth. What is it? A few millions con- 
sist in houses, oil refineries, tank cars, etc. On these—ally 
tangible wealth—he is entitled to the greatest income he can 
get. But the greater part of his “capital’’ consists in shares 
of stock which represent the capitalized value of his ‘“‘cinch.’’ 
The law grants him a@ monopoly, a privilege, a franchise—a 
cinch. It is a power to take of the earnings of the people— 
his own laborers and the population at large—a certain pro- 
portion whenever he sells a gallon of oil. In other words, 
his wealth is not wealth, but a draft upon the wealth of oth- 
ers. 

This is the difference between the head of the great mo- 
nopoly and the tail of it. 7

Says Present System Increases the 
City Revenue and Keeps the Four 
Courts Free of ‘“‘Grafters.”’ 


Influence is being brought to bear upon 
Mavor Ziegenhein to have the bond system 
that formerly prevailed in the police courts 
revived. Bondsmen who formerly obtained 
that in the aggregate were 
large, from the unfortunates who were 
taken before the courts, but whose source 
of revenue was curtailed when the present 
system was adopted, are bringing City Hall 
influence to bear on the mayor with a hope 
of having & return to the old system. 

The present system permits defendants 
arrested technical and minor charges 
to sign their own bonds. The bond is a 


personal recognizance and there is no 
charge for it save the 50 cents paid to the 
police department for the issuance of the 
bond In the event that there is a bond 
forfeiture the defendant is tried bv de- 
fault, and in such cases a conviction. is 
had. The execution is placed fn the hands 
of the marshals who go out and either col- 
lect the fine and costs or bring the defend- 
ant into court, where they are at once com- 
mitted to the workhouse. 

The money thus collected goes into the 
eity treasury and during the months that 
the system has been in vogue this has 
proven to be no inconsiderable ttem. The 
system was adopted last fall after a se- 
ries of conferences between Judge George 
B. Sidener of the First District police court 
and Chief of Police John W. Campbell. 
‘No matter what the mayor and the pro- 
fessional bondsmen may wish or demand.’ 
said Chief Campbell to the Post-Dispatch, 
“there will be no return to the old ‘graft- 
ing’ system so long as I am at the head 
of the police department. The plan of let- 
ting certain classes of offenders furnish 
their own personal bonds has proven a 
decided success, and much of the money 
that formerly went into the pockets of the 
cradanedionts! bondsmen and ‘grafters’ now 
finds its way into the city treasury. The 
law gives me the authority to accept who- 
ever J want to as bondsmen, and in all 
these minor cases I propose to continue to 
accept personal recognizances. In the old 
days the Four Courts was thronged by a 
crowd of petty ‘grafters’ who fleeced these 
poor unfortunates with impunity. They 
charged these people any sum that they 
could get from them for getting them out 
on bonds. 

“These bondsmen fleeced the defendants 
by promising often to ‘fix’ the cases. Then, 
in those days, when there was a bond for- 
feiture, no one ever heard of a_ bonds- 
man making the bond good. He would al- 
ways get out of it on a technicality. Both 
the city and the defendants were gobbed.’ 
Judge Sidener, too, is opposed to a return 
to the old bond system. He indorses the 
views taken by Chief Campbell and says 
that the present system has been fair to 
the defendants, to the city and to all 
parties concerned. 


MRS. HOLLAND HEARS A VOICE 


Buries the Husband She Killed, but 
Cannot Remain at the Scene of 
the Tragedy. 


Mrs. Lucy B. Holland Thursday after- 
noon attended the funeral of her husband, 
whom she Killed last Monday night. She 
stood at the side of his grave in Calvary 
Cemetery and wept bitterly as the last 
shovels full of clay were thrown over 
his casket.
